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Chicago pastors lead protests 


Deaths by police in NYC, 
Ferguson spark another 
day of marches, ‘die-ins’

Religious leaders in several Chicago neigh- 
borhoods led their congregations and other 
community members in peaceful protests 
Sunday over decisions in Ferguson, Mo., and 
New York not to indict white police officers 
in the deaths of black men. 

On the South Side, Rev. Michael Pfleger of 
St. Sabina Catholic Church and Pastor Chris 
Harris of Bright Star Church both led people 
into the streets during regular church servic- 
es, stopping traffic as they marched. 

The protests, which also occurred on the 
Far North Side and the West Side, came after 
grand juries decided not to indict officers in 
the chokehold death of Eric Garner in New 
York and the fatal shooting of Michael Brown 
in Ferguson, Mo. 

“The enemy might choke the breath out of 
our bodies but they cannot choke the breath 
out of our spirit,” Pfleger said during a morn- 


ing service at St. Sabina. “It is no coincidence 
to me that Michael Brown lifted his hands up 
because he understood what we know, when 
your hands are up it’s reaching to the strength 
and the power of who it is that holds us.” 

Around 11 a.m., youth members of St. Sa- 
bina in Auburn Gresham led the congregation 
into the intersection of South Racine Avenue 
and West 79th Street, where the group shared 
prayers, chanted “Black life matters” and 
“Hands up, don’t shoot” and staged a “die-in” in 
the street. It was the same type of protest seen 
in recent weeks across the country in which 
people lie down to resemble dead bodies. 

Prior to walking back to the church at 1210 
W. 78th Place, the group sang then hummed 
“Amazing Grace.” 

“Tt’s time for the church, the synagogue and 
the mosque to regain its prophetic voice in 
the world ... to once again be the conscience 
and the moral center of society,” Pfleger said 
during the service. “So we take a stand today, a 
stand against injustice, a stand against racism, 
a stand against racial profiling, a stand against 
a broken justice system.” 

In Bronzeville, Harris was joined by leaders 


of other churches and synagogues in a march 
with the Bright Star congregation on Cottage 
Grove Avenue from East 44th Street to East 
47th Street. As they walked, they sang along to 
asong Harris wrote called “Black Lives Matter.” 

The group also staged a “die-in” at 47th and 
Cottage Grove before returning to the church. 

“We've got to hold all law enforcement ac- 
countable just like we hold ourselves account- 
able,” Harris said after the march. “We can’t 
kill each other either, and we’ve got to make 
sure it’s more than just a black issue.” 

Officer Thomas Sweeney, a police spokes- 
man, said Sunday afternoon that protests were 
peaceful. Harris took a moment to thank the 
Chicago Police Department for cooperating 
with their demonstration. 

“{There are} many places all over the coun- 
try where they’re doing this same kind of thing 
and the police are stopping them,” Harris said. 
“In Bronzeville, the police made way for us. ... 
That’s what’s called unity in our community.” 

Members of the Living Water Community 
Church also staged a protest in Rogers Park, 
blocking the intersection of West Pratt Bou- 
levard and North Ashland Avenue. 


Demonstrations 
across the country 


Protesters in Chicago have led mostly 
peaceful demonstrations over the five 
days since the announcement that a New 
York grand jury had decided not to indict a 
white police officer in the chokehold death 
of Eric Garner. Here’s a look at some hot 
spots across the country and in Chicago. 


Protesters marched downtown through- 
out the evening. Police made 10 arrests— 
six at State and Harrison streets and four at 
State Street and Congress Parkway. All were 
ticketed for obstruction of traffic, Chicago 
police spokesman Veejay Zala told RedEye. 


Protests were planned again in New 
York, Philadelphia, Miami and Minneapolis. 


Protesters blocked two major highways, 
the Eisenhower Expressway and Lake 
Shore Drive (above), before they were re- 
routed off the roads, police said. Protesters 
also staged a “die-in” outside the H&M 
store on Michigan Avenue directly across 
the street from Water Tower Place. 


Demonstrations turned violent in 
Berkeley, Calif., where windows were 
smashed and stores looted. Police fired 
tear gas after a splinter group of protest- 
ers pelted officers with rocks, pipes and 
bottles, Officer Jennifer Coats of the 
Berkeley Police Department said. 


In Seattle, protesters threw rocks and 
attacked police who blocked them from 
marching onto State Route 99, resulting in 
seven arrests for assault and other charg- 
es, Seattle Detective Patrick Michaud said. 


After marching nearly 7 miles for more 
than four hours in downtown Chicago 
during the day, a group of protesters 
shifting in size from a couple dozen to 
100 moved throughout the Loop. At least 
five protesters were arrested. 


Tensions briefly erupted in New York’s 
Times Square as a multiracial crowd of 
about 3,000 protesters blocked a major 
intersection. A police spokesman said 
more than 200 protesters were arrested.

Bloodstains lingered Sunday on the Rogers 
Park street corner where Mutahir Rauf, a stu- 
dent at Loyola University, was gunned down 
Friday. 

About 100 friends and fellow students 
panered at that spot in the afternoon to re- 
member Rauf and 
condemn violence in 
Chicago and beyond. 

The gathering be- 
gan after a morning 
Mass at Madonna 
della Strada Chapel 
on the Loyola cam- 
pus, where Rev. Tom 
Tobin connected 
Rauf’s death during an attempted robbery to 
killings by police in Missouri and New York. 
Decisions not to indict the officers in both 
cases continue to spark protests across the

country. 

“There are all kinds of people in our society 
that die because of violence in very different 
ways,” Tobin said. Parishioners prayed for Rauf 
and for an end to violence on Chicago’s streets. 

Police say Rauf, 23, was walking with his 
brother on the 1200 block of West Albion 
Avenue when two attackers approached them 
and attempted to rob them. One of the at- 
tackers pulled a gun and ordered them to turn 
over their money, according to Ald. Joe Moore 
(49th). Rauf believed the gun was a toy and 
reached for it, Moore said. The gun went off

Police on Sunday released no new details in 
Rauf’s death.

FurFest disrupted 
by ‘intentional’ 
chlorine gas leak

People dressed in assorted animal 
costumes were sent into the cold early 
Sunday when a chlorine leak forced 
them and others to evacuate the Hyatt 
Regency Hotel in Rosemont that was 
hosting the annual Midwest FurFest 
convention. 

Guests at the 1,100-room hotel were 
evacuated and 19 people were sent to 
the hospital with dizziness, nausea and 
other symptoms, the Rosemont Public 
Safety Department said in a statement. 
First responders were called to inves- 
tigate a noxious odor that was spread- 
ing across the ninth floor of the hotel, 
where a high level of chlorine gas was 
discovered in the air, the statement said.

Obama Calls for persistence against racism 


President urges patience 
in solving ‘deeply rooted’ 
problem in U.S. society

President Obama, responding to the wave of 
protests and racial tensions across the coun- 
try in recent weeks, appealed for patience and 
persistence in solving what he described as an 
issue “that is deeply rooted in our society ... 
our history.” 

“When you're dealing with something as 
deeply rooted as racism or bias in any soci- 
ety, you got to have vigilance, but you have to 
recognize that it’s going to take some time,” 
Obama said in an interview to be aired Mon- 
day on BET Networks. “You just have to be 
steady so you don’t give up when we don’t get 
all the way there,” he said in a short video clip 
of the interview released Sunday. 

Obama has come under increasing pressure 
to speak out after a grand jury declined last 
week to indict New York police officer Dan- 
iel Pantaleo in the death of Eric Garner, an

unarmed black man who was being arrested 
on suspicion of illegally selling loose ciga- 
rettes. The Staten Island grand jury’s decision 
came little more than a week after a St. Louis 
County grand jury failed to indict Ferguson, 
Mo., police officer Darren Wilson for fatally 
shooting Michael Brown, an unarmed black 
18-year-old whose death prompted unrest. 

Responding to these cases has proved chal- 
lenging for Obama. 

Amid the protests in Ferguson, Obama has 
expressed empathy for those angered by what 
they perceive as unfair policing practices. The 


administration also has provided funding for 
police departments to equip their officers 
with body cameras to record their activities. 

At the same time, the president has con- 
demned looting and violence that stemmed 
from the protests. Obama has refrained from 
visiting Ferguson and has generally sought to 
frame the problem as part of a national debate 
on law enforcement and its tactics and rela- 
tions with minority communities. 

Obama isn’t the only politician grappling 
with his response to Garner’s death. New York 
Mayor Bill de Blasio, appearing on ABC’s “This 
Week,” expressed worries that his own biracial 
son could be unfairly treated by police, saying 
he had done what other parents with children 
of color have done for years. 

“It’s different for a white child. That’s just 
the reality in this country,” De Blasio said. 
“And with Dante, very early on with my son, 
we said, ‘Look, if a police officer stops you, 
do everything he tells you to do—don’t move 
suddenly, don’t reach for your cellphone.’ Be- 
cause we knew, sadly, there’s a greater chance 


it might be misinterpreted if it was a young 
man of color.” 

That gap was reflected in a new NBC 
poll released Sunday. The survey found that 
39 percent of whites agreed that law enforce- 
ment applied different standards for whites 
and blacks. Among blacks, however, 82 per- 
cent said the standards were different. A slim 
majority of whites said they had confidence 
that law enforcement would treat races equal- 
ly, but only 12 percent of blacks shared that 
sentiment. 

In the interview clip with BET, Obama 
acknowledged the lingering grip of racism in 
America, but also urged against despair over 
the recent events. 

“It’s important to recognize, as painful as 
these incidents are, we can’t equate what’s 
happening now with what was happening 
50 years ago,” he said. “Things are better. Not 
good in some cases, but better. And the rea- 
son it’s important for us to understand prog- 
ress has been made is that that then gives us 
hope we can make even more progress.”
